greater depth and on the basis of experience gained, 
once the transfer of SPD has taken place. 
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It was further agreed that there would be monthly meetings 
of this committee to ensure a regular exchange of information 
which would, in due course* lead to a final decision as to 
whether or not some subsequent inter-Directorate structural 
adjustments might produce economies in personnel or greater 
efficiency in equipment utilization.
